THE DAYS OF '48 



It started the day that some of Sutter's men 
were working at Colma. They recovered a piece 
of gold and so we have the first recorded nug- 
get of American California. Small placers had 
been found by Mexicans near the coast in 1828, 
1833 and 1838. This precious lump, smaller than 
the first joint of a child's forefinger, gleamed 
in Marshall's mill-race. It was tested in a lock- 
ed room by roused and excited men. Yes! It 
was gold! 

The fame of this discovery drew to the spot 
with magic power, the population of the whole 
territory. So that a few months later there were 
but five men left in San Francisco. Ships swung 
sailorless at anchor. AH, Alta California was 
concentrating in the mines. Thus the memorable 
gold rush began. 

Soon the news went abroad to all the, world. 
Piles of California nuggets lay in the windows 
of banking houses, gazed at by thousands. The 
fact that in the new placers unskilled, uned- 
ucated, and penniless men were able to gather 
from fifty to five hundred dollars in gold dust 
each day they worked was something terrific. 
Mockers were silenced. Doubters were swept 
in the current. Before the close of the year, 
fifty thousand of the healthiest and most en- 
ergetic men of the nation were on their way to 
California. 

Meanwhile, the five thousand men who were 
fairly at work in the mines in 1848 dug out, 
over five million dollars In gold dust. Numbers 
of small parties 'from Oregon arrived before 
July. But the vast body of gold seekers known 
afterwards as the "Argonauts" did not reach the 
Pacific Coast until early in 1849. Soon a variety 
of guide books, printed in German, in French 
and in Dutch appeared on the market. Perhaps 
at that time most Frenchmen thought of Amer- 
ica in terms of Cooper's novels or of a con- 
tinuous buffalo hunt. But then they were told 
that there was a fortune to be found in this 
wonderful country. So they subscribed to "em 
igration aid societies." And in the United 
States, the newspapers were doing their part 
to spread the gold fever. 



One newspaper printed the following. "The 
California gold fever is approaching its crisis. 
We are told that the new region that has just 
become part of our possessions, is £1 Dorado 
after all. Thither is now setting a tide that will 
not cease its flow until either untold wealth 
is amassed or extended beggery is secured. 

By a sudden and accidental discovery, the 
ground is represented to be one vast gold mine. 
Gold is picked up in pure lumps, twenty-four 
carats fine. Soldiers are deserting their ranks, 
sailors their ships and everybody their employ- 
ment, to speed to the region of the gold mines. 
In a moment, as it were, a desert country that 
never deserved much notice from the world 
has become the center of universal attraction. 
Everybody, by the accounts, is getting money 
at a rate that puts past experience in that line 
far in the shade." 

So advertisements were placed in the daily 
newspapers. People formed "companies" to 
set out on the long journey. They had as a 
rule a military organization much like that of 
the State militia. Let us look at two of those 
old advertisements: 

"California: Via Chagres and Panama. A 
Company of ten men is now forming to pro- 
ceed to the Gold Region by the above route 
and will forthwith dispatch an agent to Pan- 
ama in charter vessel to the Pacific side to con- 
vey the company to San Francisco. The com- 
pany will leave New York by the 10th of 
February. For particulars inquire at 121 Waters 
Street, upstairs." 

"To Calif ornians: A gentleman is about form- 
ing a company of 50 to 7% persons to proceed 
by the Crescent City to Vera Cruz and thence 
by land to San Francisco. A competent and ex- 
perienced person will guide ana take charge 
of the expedition. None but persons who can 
command $300 to $500 and produce exception- 
al references as to character need apply. Ad- 
dress box 830 with real name, reference and 
profession." 

Some of these companies even bought their 
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own boats. True in one such advertisement 
we are told: 

"Barque Emma Isidora. Will leave about the 
15th ox February. This vessel will be fitted in 
the very best manner and is one of the fastest 
sailing vessels that goes from this port. 

Each member pays 300 dollars and is en- 
titled to an equal proportion of all profits 
made by the company. Either at mining or trad- 
ing and holds an equal share of all the proper- 
ty belonging to the company. Experienced men 
well-acquainted with the coast and climate are 
already engaged as officers of the company. 
A rare chance is offered to any wishing a safe 
investment, good home and large profits. This 
company is limited to 60 and any wishing to 
improve this opportunity must make immedi- 
ate application. An experienced Physican will 
go with the compahy. James H. Prince, Agent. 
23 State Street, Corner of Devonshire Street, 
Boston." 

At the beginning the mines put all men for 
once upon a level. Clothes, manners, family 
connections, letters of introduction, never be- 
fore counted for so little. The whole community 
was substantially given an even start in the 
race. Gold seemed so abundant. Each stranger 
was welcomed and told to make a pan and 
pick and go work for himself. The richest miner 
in the camp was seldom able to hire a servant, 
for those who had formerly been glad to serve 
others were digging their own claims! 

The worst foreigner was as likely to un- 
cover the richest mine on the gulch as was 
the wisest of ex-professors of geology. And 
on the other hand, the best claim on the river 
might suddenly "give out" and never again 
yield a dollar. The poorest man in camp could 
hav« a handful of gold dust for the asking 
from a more successful neighbor to give him 
another start to help him "hunt for better luck." 
No person was ever allowed to suffer. The 
treasure vaults of the Sierra were too near and 
seemingly too exhaustless. 

To a little camp of 1848 a lad of sixteen 
came one day. He was footsore, weary, hungry 
and penniless. There were thirty robust and 
cheerful miners at work in the ravine. And 
the lad sat on the bank watching them awhile 
in silence — his face telling the sad story of 
his fortunes. At last one of the stalwart miners 
poked to bis fellows, saying: 

"Boys. I'll work an hour for that chap if 
you will." 

At the end of the hour a hundred dollars' 
worth of , gold dust was laid in the youth's 
handkerchief. The miners made out a list of 
tools and necessaries. 

"You go," they said, "and buy these and 
come back. We'll have a good claim staked 



out for you. Then you've got to paddle for 
yourself." 

This was how it was in the beginning. But 
when hordes of people came, and with them 
all kinds of men, things did change. But many 
of the men feel they could do better in a com- 
pany. Here axe the rules of a small mining 
company : 

1. That we shall bear an equal share in all 
expenses. 

2. That no man shall be allowed to leave 
the company without general consent till 
we reach the mines. 

3. That any one leaving with our consent 
shall have back his original investment. 

4. That we work together in the mines and 
use our tools in common. 

5. That each man shall retain all the gold he 
finds but must contribute an equal portion 
of our daily expenses. 

6. That we stand by each other. 

7. That each man shall in turn cook and do 
his share of the drudgery. 

8. That any one guilty of stealing shall be 
.expelled from tent and claim with such 

other punishment as a majority of our 

company decide upon. 
. $>. That no sick comrade be abandoned. 

Some of these companies formed to go to 
the mines provided for disbandment at the 
end of six months' labor. Quite a number for- 
bade their members to use ardent spirits ex- 
cept as medicine. Some arranged for a certain 
percentage of each member's gains to be paid 
over to the captain in trust for sick or unfor- 
tunate comrades. 

Letters from pioneers and all printed ac- 
counts agreed in the general features of mining 
life in the later months of the summer of 1848. 
Scattered over a large territoy, the men of the 
various camps dwelt in peace and good fellow- 
ship. Definite bounds for the separate camps 
that afterwards became mining districts did 
not at first exist. No surveyors went out from 
the camp to mark its subject territory. 

For the moment you must sigh and say to 
yourself: "Well, the days of '48 will never 
happen again." But why not? How will it be 
when the people rush to the Moon? To look 
for untold wealth that will be announced by 
visuo-screen to waiting millions here on earth. 
So you won't travel by ship, horse, on foot or 
by covered wagon. You'll use a spaceship. May- 
be you won't use a pick and pan. You'll use 
an excavator-locator. 

But the same spirit of adventure and hope 
for untold wealth will be present as in the 
days of '48. Hope you are among those in the 
4a^s of 1978!
